Senator Caffcry Says It Is Kot Too 
late to Repair Wrong Done by It, 


Public Men Should Heed De- 


mands of Constituents. 


Voice of the People Smothered by the Power 


of the Machine, 


Boston, March 10.—The Massachusetts 


Reform club gave a dinner last evening 
at Young's hotel, complimentary to 
Unit jd States Senator Donelson Caflery 
of Louisiana, "in recognition of his ser- 
vices to sound money and sound pol- 
itics." 
Such was printed in old Eng- 


lish type on the outer cover of the red, 
white and blue ribboned menu card. 


On the inner page of Che card was a 


partial record of the votes In the sen- 
ate cast by Mr. Cattery. 


One hundred and twenty-five gentle- 


men, 
representative of the common- 


wealth, listened with interest to an ad- 
dress by the senator on "The Duty of a 
Public Man to Himself, to His State or 
District, and to the Nation." 


President Storey, in his introductory 


remarks, said that Senator Caffery had 
just told him that it was 46 years since 
he had been in Boston, Mr. Storey took 
this fact as a basis for a comparison 
between then and now politically. 


Senator Caffery spoke to the toast 


"The duty of a public man to himself, 
to his district or state, and to his coun- 
try." In part, he said: 
"Duty and 


truth are synonymous in the sense that 
Shakespere uses them. 
Every roan 


erects an ideal standard to be his guide 
in the affairs of this world. 
When he 


is true to that standard, he is true- to 
himself. 
If he is true to himself, true 


to the standard of duty, he cannot be 
false to a private trust, or to a public 
obligation. 
Our simple minded an- 


cestors left the shores of the old world 
with the set purpose of living in a new 
world of freedom. 
They builded, in 


the course of time, a government whose 
corner stone rests upon 'The consent of 
the governed.' 
They have, into every 


state government erected beneath the 
folds of their starry banner, incorpo- 
rated this living principle of self-gov- 
ernment 
They have widened their 


borders so as to embrace a vast extent 
of practically coterminous territory and 
erected it into sovereign states, where 
this self-governing principle is recog- 
nized and enforced. 


"Not until the fires of liberty cease to 


burn; not until our race forgets its 
inheritance of freedom; not until that 
•eternal vigilance, which is its price,' 
sleeps on its post, bedrugged with'im- 
perialism and expansion and all the 
parasites and crawling things of tyran- 
ny and empire, will this energizing, es- 
sential principle leave our breasts and 
cease to be a governing principle of our 
republic. 


"When that time comes, Mr. Chair- 


man, let the destiny that overtakes the 
degenerate, the power-loving, the wor- 
shippers of Mammon, the followers of 
Moloch, overtake us, as surely it will 
overtake us. The principle of self-gov- 
ernment is our coliseum—while it 
stands,' our republic shall stand; when 
it falls, liberty shall perish from the 
earth.' 


"It is left, sir, in the closing hours of 


the nineteenth century, to clothe tyran- 
ny and criminal aggression In the cast 
off clothes of Asiatic end Egyptian fa- 
talism. 
Are we to take for the guide 


of our national life the enlightened fac- 
tor of a living, human conscience, or the 
dark counsel of a dead fatalism? Shall 
nature and free Will both be bound in 
the 'chain of destiny?' Ah, sir, the star 
of empires has lured conquerors and 
states to ruin. 
It is not too late to 


repair the wrong of the treaty of Paris. 
The better sense of the American peo- 
ple, not the promoters, the Jobbers, the 
franchise hunters, the place men, the 
searchers after glory, may come to the 
rescue of our Imperilled institutions. 
God grant they may come soon. 


"The duty of the legislator to his 


state and to his country consists, first, 
in squaring every act and vote with the 
constitution, which he is sworn to sup- 
port; second, in performing every act 
and giving every vote, in all constitu- 
tional legislation, under the sanction 
and approval of an honest conviction 
of right. 
Neither flattery nor threats, 


nor censure, must sway him from the 
right 
His party may condemn, con- 


ventions and meeting may censure,' 
friends and enemies alike try to per- 
suade, but conscience and judgment 
must rule. 


"The curse of any free country is 


moral cowardice in its representatives. 
A sign of evil portent on the part of 
the constituencies, ruled by machines 
and bosses, is a disposition to make 
cheats and hypocrites of their repre- 
sentatives. 
Instead of striking out 


boldly for principle and right, many 
basely pander to error and false doc- 
trine for place and pelf. 
The power 


of the machine is smothering the voice 
of the people, and chaining the repre- 
sentatives to 'the chariot of the boss 
as a slave to do his bidding. 


"Not long can a representative hold 


position against the public disapproval 
of his views. eThe remedy is in the 
Bands of the constituency. An honest 
constituency will have an honest rep- 
resentative. His duty to them and to 
himself is to follow his honest con- 
victions. 


"Parties have no more right to coerce 


political conscience than a hierarchy of 
bishops have to coerce the religious 
conscience. 
Luther did not become 


•n outcast when be defied Rome, nor 
can any Democrat or a Republican or 
a Populist be read out of his political 
creed by the anthem of political or- 
fMiisatlon. Independence of judgment 
and courage to follow condolence are 
the shadow of a great rock in a wilder* 
RMS of •everity to party dictation. 


"Imperlaliam, expmjutoa and other 


Ilk* folllM and crime* nay OHM and 
fa, but the republic will lunrive. Let 
the command! «C duty fall upon public

BEEF INQUIRY COURT. 


Still £x»mlniD£ Packing 
Hon*e», 


Witnemes All the Operation*. 


Chicago, March 10—The army court 


of inquiry into the beef continued its 
work in the stock yards today, investi- 
gating the packing house mehods. It 
is expected the taking of testimony will 
occupy Saturday and Monday. The 
court will leave for Omaha or Kansas 
City Tuesday unless something de- 
velopes to make a. longer stay in Chic- 
ago imperative. 


Chicago, Man-h 10.—The court of in- 


quiry to examine the beef Question be- 
gag its work yasterda-y in this city, where 
are located the plants of the packers 
which had the contracts for supplying 
the army with animal food. 


A short executive session was held at 


the army heaflquarters in th« Pullman 
building, and it resulted In a. decision to 
defer the taking of testimony until af- 
ter an inspection had been made of the 
packing houses at the stock yards where 
the refrigerated beef and canned beef are 
prepared. 


The ?,'hole day wa» spent at the stock 


yards, and the going over of the 400 acres 
of floor space In one- of the establish- 
ments was all the court was able to do 
The court began in the killing room. The 
n,ext place visited was the cooling room. 
Here were found several halves of beef 
which ha/d been condemned, either be- 
cause the beef was badly bruised or 
gave evidence that the animal had had 
tuberculosis. T^.'.s ^nndemned beef had 
been placed by itself, and while the court 
was present men came into remove it to 
the rendering tanks preparatory to turn- 
ing ii into a fertilizer. The court ex- 
amined thece tanks carefully, possibly 
in view of the statements that the car- 
casses passed through them. There cer- 
tainly was no evidence of such passage. 
From this room the court was taken to 
the one in which the meat la prepared for 
canning and saw the men at work cut- 
ting up the meat. The next room visited 
was the canning department. Here the 
cooked meat was brought In in huge 
caldrons, deposited on a platform and 
put into cans by machinery, the cans re- 
moved and sealed, only a pinhole being 
left open on the top. Next the cans were 
put under- an iron tank, where they were 
subjected to heat of 250 degrees—the 
sterilizing process. 


While the court was in this room a 


number of cans of roast beef, which had 
an old appearance, and which it was 
said had been in Porto Rico, were 
opened. The meat Inside was good, and 
the members of the court tasted it, but, 
of course, expressed no opinion. Sub- 
sequently, the court was shown through 
the 
printing, packing and 
other 


branches, and also witnessed the ship- 
ment of a lot qf refrigerator beef. Bar- 
ring the killing room, everything about 
the establishment was very clean. 


Before leaving the yards, the court 


went to the bureau of animal industry, 
a branch of the department of agricul- 
ture, and obtained some information 
from W. S. Devoe, who is in charge. 
They rAd the law governing the in- 
spection of animals, and Inquired as to 
the details of the work of inspection. 
Inspectors are stationed in the yard 
proper, and they condemn any diseased 
cattle they see and that are unhealthy 
on view. 
The Inspectors at the pack- 


Ing houses supplement their work by 
examining the carcasses after slaughter, 
and throw out any bearing evidence of 
pulmonary trouble. 


The court will go to the stock yards 


again today, and spend the entire day 
there In going over three other packing 
bouses. 
It is quite positive that the 


evidence taken will be confined to that 
of the foremen, or workmen who have 
personal knowledge of the preparation 
of the refrigerated beef and canned 
roast beef for consumption. • No wit- 
nesses havtj yat hmn 
subpoenaed.

Baton Rouge freely translated means 


red stick. That is the limit; of my un- 
derstanding of the affair, however. It 
is a quaint old town, consisting chiefly 
of river. When I etudiou geography 
leverul decades ago, I knew that Louisi- 
ana had two capitals, one at Kew Or- 
leans and the other at Baton Rouge. 
They have got tirod of entertaining 
legislators at Now Orleans of late years 
and hu\u unloaded the whole job upon 
the smaller and moro nearly defenseless 
city. 


Looking back to those old days, I re- 


call that Louisiana was cue of the very 
few states which required two vents for 
their legislatures. Connecticut was one, 
with Hartford and New Haven as cap- 
itals, and Rhode Island, the smallest of 
states, was another, with Providenco 
and Newport. Of late years there has 
been » sort of centralization of capitals. 
Tb« fashion of having one at evwy en- 
terprising «Uy in a stole has fallen into 
disuw. Ydu might tramp ill over any 
of the states nowadays and not run the 
risk of blundering into e tegwUture in 
full blast wLwo it tntgnt have been 
least expected. I asked the Pocatello 
roan what he thought was the reason 
for the wealth of capitals in earlier 
times. 


'•la those days," he said, "the states 


were young and tender and had not 
fully developed their muscle and their 
power of resisting great assaults. It 
•was therefore to distribute the evil of 
a legislature sitting over a great deal of 
country so as not to give any particular 
city the worst of it. As time want is 
and a town showed especial hardihood 
and ability to stand great calamity the 
legislature was switched upon it as a 
perpetual and permanent institution. 
New Orleans and Newport and other 
towns which in other days were capitals 
had the good luck to draw two aces and 
to win out, sending the legislature in 
the one instance to Baton Rouge and in 
the other to Providence. It takes a game 
town to stand a persistent plague of 
legislature."—Chicago Record.

Count 
Cassini consented the other day to give 
his views on the Chinese situation,

"There are so many ways of viewing 


1 the 'open door' proposal and so ma ay 
i interpretations to he placed upon it," 


I said the Russian embassador. "that it 
i is a delicate subject to discuss. I took 
| issue with Lord Charles £eresford anl, 


I think, made my position plain. Now a 
new aspect is presented, and 
TCO are 


faced with the proposition which Italy's 
action in China has made possible. Rus- 
sia's attitude is not changed by this ac- 
tion. 
We have never opposed the open 


door, and consequently we can take no 
other attitude than that which has 
been officially announced from our for- 
eign office many times. 


\\ "But we are wondering what our 


great neighbor, to the west, the United 
Slates, will do in this emergency. It 
would seem tow that the United States 
will be forced by the necessities of the 
case to take part in the deliberations of 
the nations concerning China's com- 
mercial existence. As in Russia, there 
are in the United States tremendous in- 
terests at stake, a world in itself, where 
the wealth of a large part of tba conn- 
try seeks an outlet. 


I 
"Of course I can npeak only for Rns- 


cia. but there seems a similaiity of in- 
terests to guard and to promote. Russia 
is at the entrance of her industrial and 
•commercial development, and she will 
endeavor to shield this development 
from all that might retard it. We have 
vast countries just awakening from the 
lethargy of centuries and becoming 
grain lands and pasture countries, and 
from the outlet on the Chinese sea we 
hope to enter the commercial world in 
the four quarters of the globe. 


"With our Siberian railroad we will 


carry to Europe the treasures of India 
and of China. The tea product alone 
will bring us an annual income of 40 - 
000 rubles. Other staple products yield 
a proportionate figure. Then it ia hoped 
to extend our merchant marine across 
to your great western countries and 
bring your overabundance into Asia 
and Africa. 


"For this reason Russia would wel- 


come the United Stages as a factor in 
the councils of the nations that must of 
necessity govern the east We have 
never, officially or unofficially, protested 
against the American occupation of the 
Philippines. 
On the contaaryf we have 


welcomed tbeJJnited States jn comipg 
nearer to us, as pne friend welcomes 
another. It has been the source of much 
gratification to me that Mr. Hitchcock, 
lately embassador to St. Petersburg, 
has told the American people about the . 
attitude of Russia before and since the 
Spanish war. It would be expected that 
Russia's embassador here would say 
that nothing hostile had been done 
against your country by his own. His 
position wonld be otherwise untenable. 
But Mr. Hitchcock is a disinterested 
witness, and when he bus so cordially 
and so eloquently reiterated what I 
have eaid to the American people for 
many months I am, of course, deeply 
grateful 


"Russia maintains her old historic 


attitude toward this great nation. She 
was one of the first to aid the founders 
of this republic, and she has been 
throughout its growth a sympathetic 
and sincere friend. During the civil 
war she did her part when its existence 
was threatened, and if during the war 
which has just been fought the United 
States needed the aid of Russia it would 
have been given as freely and as fully 
as in the past. 


"There have been many to assert 


rery different things of Russia's feeling 
toward America, and there are still 
some who say that Russia has ulterior 
intentions in endeavoring to draw the 
United States into the Chinese ques- 
tion. Time and the authority of your 
own erabassador to St. Petersburg have 
proved the falsity of the first proposi- 
tion, and of the second it can be said 
that Russia is not trying to draw the 
United States into the Chinese ques- 
tion, but if the United States, to protect 
her vast commercial interests, sees fit to 
seek a voice in deciding th,is important" 
issue Russia will be the lint to welcome 
her and to co-operate in finding a just 
and satisfactory solution of ita diffi- 
culties."—New York World

other day, when the members were 
celebrating the completion of thoir 
work, says the Chicago- Tribune. Sus- 
pended from the presaf gallery was a 
silken flag about eight feet long, and 
Enrt Kennedy, the assistant doorkeeper, 
had removed it. Witli Old Glory under 
his arm Kennedy walked upon the floor 
of the bousa as the members were sing- 
ing "Dixie." Commissioner of Pen- 
sions Evans caught sight of the flag 
and, 
taking it from the assistant door- 


keeper, wrapped it around the form of 
Colonel Warner, who was sitting on 
his desk. 


Colonel Warner is a man of magnifi- 


cent phytdque, with an abnormally 
large head covered with fine curly gray 
hair. The Illinoisan presented a fine 
picture, and the audience, catching 
siaht of him with the flag draped grace- 
fully about bis shoulders, indulged in a 
roar of applause which outrivaled that 
evoked by the favorite song of the 
southern people. The members them- 
selves were already on their feet, but 
when the commissioner wrapped the 
flag around Colonel Warner every one 
in the gallery rose, the women began 
waving their handkerchiefs and gave a 
shout of approval which seemed to em- 
barrass the member from Clinton. 


Before the applause had died away 


the air was turned to "Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean." General Hull of 
Iowa, entering into the spirit of the oc- 
casion. rushed toward Mr. Warner, 
pulled the flag from around him, stood 
upon his desk and waved it to the ac- 
companiment of the enthusiastic cheers 
of those present. The enthusiasm seem- 
ed to break all bounds, and as the mem- 
bers who had been singing had exhaust- 
ed themselves another member stepped 
on his desk and called for three cheers 
for the Fifty-fifth congress, which were 
given with a will.

is an Australian invention, was made 


I recently at a causeway just outside the 


i city limits of Sydney, where extensive 


I blasting operations have been in prog- 


I teas for some time. About 100 gentle- 


I men were present to witness the tests, 


i among them the minister of mines. 


Colonel Bell, the United States consul, 


, and many oi the representatives of the 
largest mining companies both of New 
South Wales and Victoria. The experi- 
ments proved to be entirely satisfac- 
tory. Fifty pounds weight of kallenite 
was placed in four holes and exploded 
by means of a detonator, with the re- 
sult that 200 cubic yards of sandstone 
rock was dislodged.

Knllen. ^ is made by combining in- 


trated eucalyptus leaves with nitroglyo- 
erin and nitrate of potash, which pro- 
duces a compound with powerful ex- 
plosive properties and a further advan- 
tage of being practically smokeless and 
fumeless. It is estimated that this new 
explosive at 40 per cent strength is 
stronger than 60 per cent dynamite or 
gelignite. Tho inventors have disposed 
of their patent to a syndicate, nnd it ia 
proposed to construct a factory near 
Sydney for its manufacture.

HIS FIRST THIMBLE, 


Inventor John Lofting- Made * For- 


tune From It 20O Years Afo. 


"There is a rich family named Loft- 


ing in England," said a dealer in fancy 
articles, "toe fortune of whose honae 
was founded by so apparently insignifl- 
sant a little thing as the thimble. 


"The first thimbles seen in England 


were made in London less than 200 
fears ago by a metal worker named 
John Lofting. 
f 


"The usefulness of the article recom- 


mended it at once to all who used the 
keedle, and Lofting acquired a large 
fortune and great fame in the manufac- 
ture of the new accessory to the needle- 
worker's art. 


"The implement was then called the 


thnmb bell and was worn on the thumb. 


"The clumsy mode of utilizing it 


was soon changed, bnt when and why 
the name thimble was given the article 
do not appear. 


"Lofting's thimbles, and, in fact, all 


thimbles, were made of either iron ov 
brass, and specimens of them extant, 
many of which are preserved as heir- 
looms, are crnde and clumsy looking 
things compared with the commonest 
thimbles of today, although their cost 
was many times as much. 


"Today gold, silver, iron, ivory, 


fteel, sometimes glass' and .even pearl 
and celluloid are utilized in making 
thimbles. Since art needlework became 
fashionable thimbles of elaborate work- 
manship and great valne, to accompany 
the rich and costly implements and ma- 
terials wealthy needleworkers affect, 
have found a large sale. 
' 


"Solid gold thimbles, carved and fre- 


quently set with diamonds, have been 
found none too good for some people. 
Thimbles made to order, with the mono-, 
gram or initials of the person for whom 
they are intended set in precious stones, 
are not by any means unknown."—-

Book. Cfcvrch or Ml»l.t*r, fent 
Christ—Method, of Bible Crttlclrai 
Chuffed—Trend of Thought IB tk« 
Mvthodlet Charek. 
"That the inherency and the infalli- 


bility of the Bible are no longer possi- 
ble of belief among reasoning men." 
This proposition, the acceptance of 
which will tear away the fundamental 
pillar of Methodist theology, was urged 
In all force, sincerity and enthusiasm 
recently by Rev. S. P. Cadman, pastor 
of the Metropolitan temple, before the 
regular weekly meeting of tbe Metho- 
dist ministers of New York. Mr. Cad- 
man's paper was one of a series upon 
Bible criticism. 


As Mr. Cadman himself said, the Bi- 


ble was accepted as the trne source of 
authority and inspiration by Martin 
Luther when he established the Protes- 
tant church. Luther made tbe Scripture 
the base of all faith. It is now proposed 
to abandon tbe teachings of the early 
fathers of the Protestant church. The 
speaker referred to the Old Testament, 
half of whose pages, he said, were of 
unknown authorship. The New Testa- 
ment likewise contained contradictions. 
The Bible, the church, the ministry, he 
said, were agencies. The trne source of 
inspiration was neither a book nor a 
church nor a ministry, but the living 
Christ himself. Mr. Cadman insists 
that whatever the church may decide 
on tbe question in tbe future it will 
not destroy the belief in the chief and 
final source of Christian inspiration—a 
belief in Christ, the Son of God. In 
taking up his subject the preacher stated 
the proposition which be would prove— 
"that the inherency and the infallibili- 
ty of the Bible are no longer possible of 
belief among reasoning men.,' 


The speaker referred to the great 


change which had taken place in tbe 
methods of Bible criticism within the 
last 50 years. There should no longer 
be any confusion between literary crit- 
icism and the criticism of inspiration. 
It had been said in former times by au- 
thorities of weight that the two criti- 
cisms conflicted. This was not true. 
They were not on the same plane. In- 
spiration appealed to tbe spiritual ear. 
Literary criticism was addressed to an 
ascertainment of facts from a human 
standpoint 
The Bible, he said, was 


compiled much as is any other book. It 
was wBitten from the records and wit- 
nesses of the time, and it had been im- 
possible to determine tbe authorship of 
much of tbe Old Testament. Half of its 
pages, said Mr. Cadman, were of un- 
known authorship. Tbe same was in ft 


, measure trae of the New Testament. 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John differed 
in quoting words said to have been pro- 
nounced by Christ upon a given occa- 
sion. Parallel passages were not alike. 


Mr Cadman referred to that much 


discussed question of Christ's reference 
to the miracle of Jonah aud the whale. 
Those who have taken the Old Testa- 
ment in its entirety, believing all and 
every part of it, have based their theol- 
ogy in part upon Christ's -reference to 
Jonah when, in Matthew zii, 89 and 
40, he said: "But he answered and 
said unto them: 'An evil and adulter- 
ous generation seeketh after a sign, and 
there shall no sign be given to it bnt 
tbe sign of tbe prophet Jonas. For, as 
Jonas was three days and three nights 
in the whale's belly, so shall tbe Son of 
man be three days and nights in the 
heart of the earth.' " There had been, 
the preacher said, a great conflict upon 
this speech of Christ's. It had been par- 
ticularly a bone of contention because, 
as a matter of fact, Christ did not re- 
main in the earth three days and three 
nights, but two nights and a day. 


The speaker snid that the trend of 


thought in tbe Methodist church dur- 
ing the last 50 years had been toward a 
better knowledge and a nearer view of 
Christ himself rather than of the Bible. 
He said that there bad been a vast in- 
crease in the number of tbe "Lives of 
Christ" in tbe last decade; that the 
energy and force of Christ as the incar- 
nation of Ood was becoming better un- 
derstood every day. He regarded aa in- 
evitable a restatement and a rejudg- 
ment of the church npon tbe infallibili- 
ty and inherency of the Bible. 


The Bible itself gave authority for a 


belief that God was in the ocean, in 
the firmament, in tbe rocks. Science's 
contribution to the knowledge of man- 
kind was hand in band with a belief in 
God. By this statement he did not 
mean to agree with those philosophers 
who had used the word God aa a peg 
on which to bang their vagaries, but 
nevertheless he believed in tbe demon- 
stration of God in the seas, in the moun- 
tains, in the various forms of life on 
this planet. There were means of salva- 
tion outside of and beyond and before 
the Bible. God had saved souls before 
the Bible was written. That mnst be 
conceded by every one. The Bible was 
an agency, tbe church was an agency, 
the ministry was an agency. 
Tbe 


church bad dabbled too much in the 
distant streams, bnt not tha source, 
which was alone pure. Tbe streams bad 
been polluted by conflict and dissension. 
Tbe ministry bad taken np too much 
time in unraveling knots of theology to 
the neglect of God himself. 


Bnt whatever position the church 


took—whether it held that tbe Bibb 
most be accepted as it stands as tbe re- 
vealed truth, as tbe word of God, u 
compelling faith because it was the 
word of God, or as a historical docu- 
ment, valuable, and ineffably valuable, 
because of itsieal substance—tbe de- 
cision wonld never affect the faith of 
Christian nun in tbe Holy Trinity—in 
Ood tbe Father, the Son and tbe Holy 
Gboet When we come to know Ood, it 
la no longer necessary to know,bin 
through any book, bnt tbe book, than 
will become all tbe more precious for' 
batiaff been the means of our kaowiaf 
Ood.

THE HARPOON GUN. 


Plan For Removing: Dan- 


sreronn Rntn» of Fire*. 


A daring and ingenious plan for the 


demolisbment of the high brick walls 
which sfand in the center of the Bald- 
win hotel ruina at San Francisco—a 
menace to the lives of workmen and 
pedestrians—was invented and given a 
successful trial recently. It was at first 
thought that it would be necessary to 
resort to the use of dynamite to wreck 
these walls for removal, bnt a small 
whaler's two pound cannon, a liberal 
quantity of cable and the application of 
tbe simplest laws of mechanics in the 
use of the block and tackle have been 
found to be a efficacious and quick a 
remedy withe 
the attendant dangers 


of the use of e losives. 


A small harpoon gun was secured the 


other morning and mounted upon a 
platform built from the annex roof. It 
was loaded with a rig after the fashion 
of a life line, consisting of a slug at- 
tached to a etont cord. The piece was 
aimed at a window at the top of the 
rear wall of the old theater, which stood 
about 100 feet high. The slug was fired* 
through the window, trailing the cord 
after it. 4 clothesline was then attach- 
ed to the other end of the cord and 
palled through tbe window. A cable 
was then drawn through after the line 
and passed around the outside of the 
wall and back to the roof of the annex, 
where it was secured to a chimney. A 
block and tackle arrangement of eight 
pulleys was made, and 13 men were 
put on the end of a rope for a tug of 
war with the wall. 


When all was in readiness, the street 


cars on Market street were stopped, and 
all pedestrians were warned away to a 
safe distance. At the first strain on the 
cable the high wall trembled as if dis- 
turbed by an earthquake. Successive 
tugs caused it to wave through an area 
of two or threa fee* before it gave way 
with a roar and the tons of brick, mor- 
tar and timbers fell with a crash and a 
cloud of dust to the ruins below. A 
man with an ax had been stationed on 
tbe outer walls, and as the mass fell it 
was his dangerous part to cut the cable 
BO as to save the blocks from being 
dragged into tbe falling mass. The re- 
mainder of the walls will not be pulled 
down until the debris has been cleared 
away.—San Frani.im.-u Chronicle.

From General Gourtand'e posthu- 


mous memoirs of Napoleon, jnst pob- 
lisbed. the following extract about the 
Santo Domingo expedition is taken: 


Napoleon characterised tbe affair of 


Santo Domingo as tL« giwueiu louy he 
bad ever committed. "Had it suc- 
ceeded it wonld only have served 
to enrich the Noailles and the Roche- 
foucaulda. 
I think that Josephine, 


as a creole, had some. influence in 
this matter; not directly, but a wife 
always exercises an 
influence over 


her husband. I should have treated 
with the black chiefs as with the au- 
thorities of the province, should have 
named negro officers in tbe regiments 
of their race, should have left Tortssaint 
1'Onverture as a viceroy, should have' 
sent no trocps thither, should have left 
everything to the blacks save some 
white ministers—a treasurer, for exam- 
ple—and I should have insisted that 
these should marry black women. Thus 
the negroes, seeing no white force 
around them, would hare gained confl- 
| deuce in my system. The colony would 
' have proclaimed the liberty of the 
slaves. It is true that I should have lost 
Martinique, for tbe blacks wonld have 
been freed, but all this would have hap- 
pened without disoidcr. 


"Colonel of Engineers Vincent was 


the only one who gave me wise advice 
in regard to this expedition. He sought 
to turn me from it by pointing out 
that it was better to treat with the ne- 
gro than to seek his destruction. Every- 
thing that be predicted happened. Tbe 
Bourbons should renew their efforts to 
regain this beautiful colony, which 
brings in dome 180,000,000 francs per 
annum. They should count npon losing 
100,000 men in three years. But under 
their present system that would be for 
the best. They would rid themselves of 
all the officers and soldiers of the old 
army, and wonld regain a fine colony. 


"At the time of my divorce the 


daughter of Lucien came to Paris. She 
took np her quarters with Mme. Mere, 
and criticised everything. She has a 
biting wit. I asked Caroline the reason 
of this conduct I pressed her for an 
answer, and I found that the whole 
family was intriguing to have me mar- 
ry her. I fiercely rejected the idea. She 
was my niece, and it wonld have seem- 
ed to me that I was committing incest 
At first I had the intention of choosing 
a Parisian as my wife. I had made np 
a list of five or six names, but every one 
counseled the alliance with Austria

ily support the policy the noble lord proposes 
with regard to the' 'open door'' aa regards com- 
merce and also 'with regard to the reorganiza- 
tion of the Chinese arm; under the British. 


Resolved, That we recognize the combined 


proposals, it carried out, will benefit China 
quite as much aa England and other foreign 
nations, if not more, and we therefore hope 
that Lord Charles will be intrusted by the 
British government with the carrying ont of 
the views he has BO clearly enunciated, as we 
observe that his efforts are directed to the 
benefit of both hts country and the Chinese 
empire and to the benefit of the trade of 
China, England and other countries. 


Resolved, That we recognize and make oar 
cordial acknowledgment for the sympathetic 
manner with which he has come to China, and 
that we desire to emphatically express our full 
confidence in Lord Charles, whose ability, in- 
tegrity and zeal we are sure peculiarly fit him 
to successfully carry out tbe proposals he has 
made for the preservation of CJuna.

The proper work for temperance men 
is to prove that there is no economy in 
license.

Emigh and was a purely formal ap- 
pointment to conform to the law on 
the matter, Mr. Ford having been se- 
lected by the engineer." 


Allow me to say that the city en- 


gineer has no more to say about the 
appointment of the assistant inspec- 
tor than the Transcript has. In this 
city he appoints the inspector, but the 
board of health apoints the assistant, 
and if, as the Transcript says, the en- 
gineer "selected" Mr. Ford, he stepped 
outside his right to do it. 


And light here let me ask upon what 


ground the engineer bases the state- 
ment recently accredited to him by the 
Sunday Democrat, that in appointing 
Mr Nugent inspector of plumbing he 
has nothing to do with the action of 
the mayor in removing Mr. Stewart; 
that he having come into the office 
subsequent to that act, is perfectly free 
to make whatever appointment he sees 
fit. Has the engineer the right, or 13 he 
so ignorant that he supposes he has the 
right, to ignore legaJ appointments 
made before he came into office, and on 
the other hand can he ignore illegal 
removals? He musit know, and he does, 
that he is acting not in a personal but 
m an offlcal capacity, and that he can- 
not shift the responsibility of his of- 
fical actions onto the mayor. And yet 
if the Democrat reports him correctly 
this is exactly what he is trying to do. 
If Mr. Stewart 1s the legal inspector, 
while it is true enough that the mayor 
is primarily responsible for the present 
muddle, the engineer in continuing it 
cannot weakly hide behind the mayor 
and say: "He did It " It was plainly 
his duty to have the matter sifted to 
the bottom, and if he found that he 
was right, he should stand up like a 
man beside the mayor and take his 
part of the responsibility. 


Another question occurs to me. If the 


appointment of Mr. Ford by the mayor 
was a legal act, why is not Mr. Ford 
inspector now?

The people of this city 
have a right to demand that the 
actions of their officials at the city hall 
be above board; and when there is any 
question concerning the legality of 
their official acts, they should not be 
allowed to turn "the invertebrate ex- 
panse of their backs" upon it, but 
should be made to face it like men.

The contest is to see 
which power will secure the biggest slice 
when the partition comes. 


The Pekin correspondent of The Times 


says: The Chinese foreign office has 
notified Signer Martino, the Italian min- 
ister, that hjs dispatch asking for a con- 
cession at San Hun was returned to him 
because It was impossible to comply with 
the request and because a refusal might 
have endangered the relations between 
Italy and China; but, it was added, that 
a» the action had been misunderstood the 
Chinese minister In Rome had been in- 
' structed to express regrets. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The 


Daily Mail says that Japan is support- 
ing China in her resistance to the Ital- 
ian demands for a concession at San 
Mun. 


The Daily Graphic says: 
The Niu 


Chwang loan contract crisis has beei 
amicably settled by a direct exchange 
of views between the British and the 
Russian governments. The Russian as- 
surances are completely satisfactory. 
The whole difficulty is ended, and the 
two governments are now arranging a. 
scheme by which their relations in the 
far east may be permanently regulated. 


The Graphic further says: We are 


disposed to meet Russia frankly, fairly 
and even generously on the Manchurian 
question. A little frankness on both 
sides is all that is needed to arrive at an 
understanding, JThe Graphic, contends 
that there is no determined British hos- 
tility to Russian aspirations in Man- 
churia, although that belief has been 
largely fostered by the Talien-Wan in- 
cident and more recently by the speeches 
of Lord Bsresford, who w as mistakenly 
regarded as having been intrusted with a 
government mission. 


The Chronicle thinks it would be hard 


to sketch in a few words a more threat- 
en.ng situation than that presented by 
Minister MacOonald's ultimatum. It de- 
clares that the European powers, ever 
since Germany's 
descent upon Kiao 


Chou bay, have been playing a shame- 
less game of grab. The United States is 
the only nation that has not taken part 
in the game. If the nations concerned 
do not confer betimes and arrive at a 
reasonable and stable 
understanding 


there will be war sooner or later. The 
paper calls on parliament to compel 
Lord Salisbury to give an account of the 
British policy. 


The Standard congratulates 
Lord 


Salisbury on his uncompromisinyflrm- 
nees, and rejoices that he is determined 
to vindicate British interests. • It is said 
that unless the hint of retnbutory meas- 
ures is a mere harmless thunderbolt it 
must be inferred that Minister Mac- 
Donald's ultimatum will be followed by 
something stronger than words if the 
occasion arises, but the Chinese foreign 
office has not often refused a British de- 
mand when it believed 'it was made in 
earnest, and it is not likely to do in thla 
instance. The paper adds:«- It is useless 
to disguise the truth.

From Pekin comes the hint that the 


time for the partition of the Chinese em- 
pire is at hand. Italy's action in de- 
manding practically all the province of 
Che-Kiang seems to have been the first 
result of an understanding between her- 
fcelf and Great Britain. It has already 
been announced that Germany proposes 
to extend her territorial possessions in 
Shan Tumg peninsula, and is gathering 
a fleet for the purpose. France has forced 
from China a treaty giving her a prac- 
tical protectorate over the southern 
provinces of Tunnan, Kwangsi and 
Kweichau.

How the Insurance Companies Treated 


Pittsfield and Their Action Here. 


The Pittsfleld city council has voted 


to appropriate $2,000 for the purchase 
of a combination chemical similar to 
the one in use in this city. Before vot- 
ing the appropriation, the council re- 
ceived a letter from the board of un- 
derwriters, promising a reduction of 5 
per cent on insurance rates on mer- 
cantile risks if the chemical were pur- 
chased. In view of the action taken by 
this city last year and the agreement 
with insurance companies, wh.ch will 
b« followed out as soon as the loc.tl 
lists are prepared, the answer given 
Pittsfiild will be of interest It makes 
a more definite statement than "was 
made to North Adams, and here the 
reductions on mercantile risks may 
range from three or four per cent lo as 
nr.Tch as 10 per cent In soine i:ast,j, but 
no general reduction, was promised. 
Here is the letter: 


As requested, we beg to inform you 


that a discoun.' of & per cent on rates 
of insurance, will be allowed for a 
chemical engine on wheels, which Is of 
standard make, condition to be of the 
best at all times, and sufficient help to 
proper y manage it, provided the main- 
tenance of the flre department is kept 
up to its present standard efficiency. 
This reduction will apply to all risks in 
Pittsfleld rated by the universal mer- 
cantile schedu i ou building and con- 
tent*, v/hich co.nprise 
I! the mer- 


cantile buildings on North street, and 
a greater number of thone loc.ted on 
the side streets, but will not cover 
minimum and specifically rafed risks 
such as dwellings, barns, liv-ry stables, 
churches, schools and public buildings 
and risks rated by the committee of 
the New England Insurance exchange, 
over which we have n6 Jurisdiction. 
This reduction will only t.ke effect at 
the expiration of policies now <n fo. r», 
and the beginning of new policies.

The conclusion of the famous Hop- 
ins-Bliss case of Great Harrington, 


with a verdict for the defendant, Kev. 
Mr. Bliss, as reported in yesterday's 
Transcript, has set Southern Berk- 
hire again at rest. The case through- 
out has been interesting, but has not 
;aused the excitement that Pittsfleld 
xpected. Judge Maynard's charge to 
he jury introduced some interesting 
oints. 
He went directly to the questions at 


issue in the pleadings. He instructed 
the jury as to the burden of the proof 
on th? part of the plaintiff to produce 
evidence to support her allegations of 
Mr. Bliss* circulation of the damaging 
reports, whereby she claimed to have 
been injured in her social, church and 
business relations. On the rnatter of 
the defense, so far as St being a priv- 
ileged communication in what he may 
have said to his ^committee, Juchge 
Maynard spoke at spme length and in- 
terestingly. He a'8,0 ruled that Mr. 
Bliss was not responsible for any re- 
ports published any farther than he 
himself circulating them, if he did 
circulate them. On the question of 
malice'he also made the situation very 
clear as a question of fact for the jury 
to find. He also held that members of 
churches are bound by their rules. The 
charge went over briefly, concisely and 
clearly all the questions in issue upon 
which he was to make his rulings and 
occupied a little, jxyore than half an 
hour.

Ever since the permanent flre depart 


ment horses were secured for this city 
the drivers have experienced much 
trouble with teams which did not get 
out of the way of the apparatus when 
answering an alarm. Of late this trouble 
seems to have increased through care- 
lessness on the part of the public, and 
serious accidents have been narrowly 
averted. 
Yesterday 
morning Mar- 


shall street was filled with teams while 
the firemen were responding to die call 
from box 51, and the drivers of the 
various vehicles showed little inclina- 
tion to give the department the right 
of way to which it is entitled. 


Yesterday afternoon, while answer- 


ing the call from the same box the 
chemical struck a delivery team on 
Center street damaging the wagon 
somewhat and breaking some of the 
guards on the chemical. The horse at- 
tached to the delivery wagon was 
frightened and more damage was done 
by its running a short distance. 


The affair was an unfortunate one, 


but it could not be avoided by the fire- 
men, and the driver of the team said 
afterwards that he was not expecting 
siich quick work on the part of the ap- 
paratus in getting out. 


There is danger that some one will ot 


injured by the failure of teams to allow 
right of way to the firemen when they 
are answering a call. The trc.ihle 
seems to be that local people do not 
realize fully enough th<-l the city now 
has a flre department '»i .al to t!:at of 
almost any city of this "ize a»-<j that 
' rity" rules prevail. In the larger cities 
the street 's cleared of t earns within 
a minute of the fire alarm and any 
driver who shows an incliciation to 
block the street with hi* t-~-:m is talwu 
in hand promptly by the police. 


For the benefit of those who do not 


apprecoate the law in this cas«> the 
following passage from the acts of l»98 
is quoted: 


"The ofljcers and men of the fire Or- 


partment of any city or town, with the 
engines and apparatus thereof, *haJl 
have the right of way wliile going to 
a fire upon any alarm thereof, through 
any street, lane or alley in said city or 
town, subject to such rules and regu- 
lations as the city council or board of 
selectmen may prescribe. 
Whoever 


wilfully and maliciously obstmcts or 
retards the passage of such engine and 
apparatus while so going- to a flre shall 
be punished by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding three months or by fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty C.OIK .r.

Sparrow Commits Suicide, 


A peculiar case of suicide on the part 


of a bird is now evidenced by.an En- 
glish sparrow, hanging by the neck 
from a long string tied to the end of a 
beam high up on the rear of the hose 
1 building on State street. The bird 
hung itself and died by strangulation 
Wednesday night, and was discovered 
dangling at the end of the fatal string 
by the firemen yesterday morning. In 
view of the agitation now going on in 
Boston against the birds, it seems ap- 
parent that the poor uttle sparrow 
was driven to suicide through fear, and 
it makes a sad sight as it swings in the 
wind at the end of its long string. 


The seeming suicide probably results 


from an attempt by the bird to ca/ry 
the string to the beam. In some way 
the string got caught on a hook in the 
beam and then tangled the bird until 
it strangled and fell. 


A Boston man who saw the bird an- 


nounced that the funeral would be 
held Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock, and 
that Rev. Dr. Edward Everett Hale of 
Boston would officiate.

Harvested for Domestic Use This Year. 


Ice Famine Not Likely This Year. 


The ice season, which 
has 
been 


closed some time, has been prosperous, 
and there -will be moie ice on sale for 
domett 
,se m the city this year than 


there ^ao last. A year ago the local 
dealers ran short and had to get ice 
from out-of-town dealers. The season 
for harvesting ice this winter was bet- 
ter than usual and in fact was ex- 
ceptionally good, as a result. 


There will be about 37,500 tons of 


domestic ice and about 25,000 tons of 
wholesale ice for sale. The crop as cut 
by the different ice concerns is esti- 
mated as follows: 
Stamford, Vt, 


reservoir cut by Mr. Mausert, 20,000 
tons for domestic use; J. R. and W. H. 
Billiard cut from the 'Notch reservoir, 
2,000 tons for domestic use; the Deer- 
fleld Riyer Ice company cut 10,000 tons 
from the river and the first crop of 
5,000 tons from the pond at Flagg's 
meadow, all for domestic use; they also 
cut 5,000 tons a second crop from the 
pond in Flagg's meadow and it is good 
for wholesale use; the Hudson Brook 
Ice company cut 20,000 tons and all is 
saleable for wholesale use; about 600 
tons of domestic ice was cut from 
Kemp's pond. 
These figures are approximate and the 
ice is rated as judged by the board of 
health.
